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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The instantly claimed percentage of MEK 
insolubles of 75% is rendered prima facie obvious by the disclosure in Kajiwara wherein 70% MEK insolubles is taught. One of ordinary 
skill appreciates the manipulation of MEK insoluble content and the properties resultant therefrom. One appreciates that a higher MEK 
insoluble content results in a stiffer and tougher molded products. Should one desire a stiffer and/or tougher product then the increase in 
MEK insoluble content is obvious. This does not teach away from the claimed lower percentage of MEK insolubles. There are no 
unexpected results that are seen to sufficiently rebut the case of prima facie obviousness. Applicants simply allege solvent resistance due 
to higher MEK insoluble content. This is not sufficient given the expectation of increased solvent resistance of stiffer and tougher molded 
products. Further, applicants closest comparative showing is 31% MEK. This does not represent the closest prior art that suggests 70%. 
Case law has well established that mentioned disadvantages do not negate obviousness. Applicants have failed to show or allege that they 
are not obtaining a stiffer and/or tougher product as one would expect from the prior art.. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The finality of the action mailed 5/28/09 is maintained. All claims were properly rejected. Applicants 
amendment has been entered and all claim limitations and remarks have been fully addressed. Withdrawl of the finality would 
unnecessarily delay prosecution. 
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
